To the citizens of Weston: 


We are still maintaining three schools, and all seem 
to be doing their work in a satisfactory manner. This 
year we have a total enrollment of seventy pupils. We 
have five students in high school and one in normal 
school. Sickness has interfered to some extent with 
the attendance, especially in the Bennett school which 
usually has a good record. During the half year just 
ended, nine pupils have been in school every day: Rich- 
ard DeCell, Merrill Hale, Dorothy Foster, Glen Foster, 
Catherine Waite, Margaret Waite, Leslie Westine, 
Wayne Westine, Winslow Hale. 

Beginning in September, Mr. Waldo has been giving 
singing lessons in the grammar school every Friday 
afternoon. This is a much appreciated addition to our 
curriculum. 


In August the village school house was painted, and 
later, electric lights were installed in the rooms of this 
building.).The chidren earned the money to pay for the 
lights by selling candy, and in other ways, the state 
paying one-third of the cost. We have purchased 
some new text books to replace old and unsatisfactory 
books. 


I think that now our most outstanding need is slate 
blackboards. The boards we are using are old and so 
shiny that it is impossible to see what is written on 
them from some parts of the room. This necessitates 
changing seats with some delay and commotion, saying 
nothing of eye-strain which is the worst.evil of poor 
blackbroads. “We need many other things also. Of 
course we cannot have them all at once, but we should 
plan definitely each year to add something really worth 
while to our equipment, remembering that money in- 
vested in the children is a good investment,
